NOTE: The claims, If amended as proposed, would change limitations In claims 28 and 32, cancel claim 25 and add 
new claims 33 and 34, while changing claim 27 to an independent claim, including most of the text of claim 1 9. Proposed independent 
claim 27 would not incorporate the limitations of claim 19 regarding the regulator valve (H 6) or regulation device (U 7), and would thus be 
broader in scope in one aspect, and would include a new limitation defining the cold storage unit (also Incorporated Into proposed claim 28). 
Proposed new claims 33 and 34 present limitations describing steps of storing or releasing heat conveyance medum In the cold storage unit 
which have not been presented In the claims prior to the previous final action and are new Issues. The variation In scope of previous 
limitations as well as the new limitations would require further consideration of the art. 
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
